One who loves you, even for the very defects and faults that you 
own, loves you for yourself alone. Trusts you. believes in you, sticks by 
you through thick and thin. 
What a rare find—the Thousandth Friend! Such a one is worth more 
than the loss of a thousand who do not register, or connect, or prove 
themselves. A friend tried in the fire and found not wanting. A friend 
loyal and true to the very end. 
Would that there were more human beings in this world as loyal, 
forgiving, faithful, understanding, and as full of love, as our d u m b 
friend—the dog!

j continuation of liberal government.

The President replied that he cer­ 
tainly did not. think so. 
At the same time, he predicted 
: that he would not encounter what 
one of his questioners called "coali­ 
tion 
opposition”—presumably 
the 
combining of republican and anti- 
new deal democrats against adm in­ 
istration proposals to congress. 
He expressed the belief his con­ 
gressional program would 
be 
ac­ 
corded about the same reception as 
before. 
Mr. Roosevelt chuckled heartily 
when the reporter questioning him 
on this point said bluntly he be­ 
lieved there would be such opposi­ 
tion. 
The press conference followed by 
a few hours the President’s return 


from Hyde Park. N. Y., where he 
voted Tuesday. 
For the first time. he disclosed 
election predictions which he made 
and sealed in an envelope soon after 
going to Hyde Park the middle of 
last week. 
As a political prognosticator he 
remarked, he was pretty good. 
He figured New York state results, 
J Mr. Roosevelt said. just about the 
way they came out. 
He was wrong by one on senate 


races, he said, having predicted the 
loss of seven democratic seats where­ 
as the republicans actually gained 
eight. 
He said he was less than twenty 
seats off on his house predictions 
since he had figured the democrats 
u'ould suffer a net loss of 65 seats 
whereas the actual republican pick­ 
up was 81, with one race still doubt­ 
ful. 
He made no prediction of guber­ 
natorial races.
